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ALLIES LAUNCHED NEW ATTACK 


Important Gains Reported At 
Various Points Along Line 
South, From Chauines. 
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MEET STRONG ENEMY RESISTANCE 


Americans and French Driven Out 
But Restored Position In a 
Counter Attack.

Allied forces this morning began a general attack against the 
German line running from Chaulr.es south to the Oise river, a front 
of about twenty-five miles. 
Dispatches filed in London shortly after 
noon reported important gains at various points, especially on the 
vital sector of Lassigny. near the Cise. 
The Lassigny 
Mass«s, 
the 
steep slopes of which has been strongly defended by the Germans 
is reported to be almost within the grasp of the French 
and 
unof 
ficial dispatches say there is every prospect this natural fortress will 
soon be wrested from the enemy 
Further south, the French have advanced to the village 
of 
L 
’Econvillon, just south of the eastern extremity of Thiescoust Wood 
and virtually on the crest of th 2 hills overlooking 
long reaches of 
the Oise. 
W est of L ’Econvillen they have made new progresc north 
of St. Claud farm. 
As the immediate result of the gains in that sec 
tor, the Germans are abandoning th e ir trenches in the base of the 
Oise, just west of Ba illy, east of Ribecourt.

French have occupied these positions, 
lf the allies succeed in car 
rying the heights south of Lassigny. they wdl force the enemy to re 
tire from the Roye district, as they will 
have 
the

under their fire and will dominate the whole region with their ar 
tillery. 
Late dispatches tell of hard fighting at Fismette, on the north 
bank of the Vesle between Soissons and Rheems. The allies, among 
whom Americans are known to be fighting, were forced 
from 
the 
village by the Germans and had to cross the Vesle. but an immediate 
counter attack is reported to have restored the allied positions on the 
north bank of the river. 
From Chauines northward to the Ancre river the allies appear 
to have been held up by tbs desperate German defense.

French Gain Supremacy. 
London, Aug. 13— 4:37 p? rn. (By 
the 
Associated 
Press).— The 
French have gained control of the entire Massis of Lassigny on tile 
southern end of the Picardy battle front, 
according to 
advices this 
afternoon. 
This gives command of the town of 
Lassigny 
and the 
valley of the Divette, as well as the entire district to the north. 
In the opinion of experts here the evacuation of Roye may be 
expected within a day or two, for the town is now under a cross fire. 
The abandonment of Roye by the Germans would also make Chaui­ 
nes difficult to hold. 
Thus recent history of the Marne is counted 
upon to 
repeat 
itself on this new front. In the region of Des Loges, 
south of Roye, the French this afternoon are consolidating their lines. 
They hold the town, but have not yet regained the wood beyond. 
It 
appears that the wood must yield, however, for the French hold all 
the high ground here overlooking the Germans from the south. 


German Dead Cover Battlefield.
